Announcement that a

to propose an agreement about the 
mutual guarantee of ail their ter- 
ritories provekcd a sharp warning 


from the Kremlin. This said, “The j 
Soviet ywovernment has never re- 
fused to talk about guarantee 


agreements with the separate 
tic governments. However, it 
always refused, and will continue 
to refuse to negotiate with a Un- 
ion of these governments,. because 
such an alliance would be unavoid- 
ably unfriendly to the Soviets.” 

The Soviets accuse the participat- 
ing countries, Finnland, Esthonia, 
J.atvia and Poland, of having made 
many efforts to form an entente 
against Russia, always guilded by 
the master hand of England. This 
union is considered dangerous” by 
the Kremlin, for these states bor- 
der on the great frontiers of Rus- 
sia, and while they mhght be dealt 
with successfully alone, they would

be formidable in an alliance. The 
predominance’ of English influence 
along. the Baltic causes Russia a 


two-fold uneasiness. 

Poland, according to Soviet re- 
ports, has held up recently the al-

plished a solid military front 
would confront Russia: all along

With 
British influence strong in the 
Isaltic countries, and increasingly

The Baltic States and Poland rep- 
resent Soviet Russia’s lost pro- 
vinees, for they belonged to the 
empire until the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion. Though the size of Esthonia, 
Latvia and Finnland is negligible, 
their importance to the old em- 
pire lay in their good harbors on 
the Baltic. Beginning with Peter 
the Great these ports Were wrung 
from Sweden and the other powers, 
to give great, sprawling, inland 
Russia it “windows to the west.”

Former Commissar Chicherin 
made his triumphal entry into War- 
saw just before the beginnings of 
the Locarno negotiations and ru- 
mors of an agreement between 
Poland and Russia were circulated 
for the discomfiture of Germany. 

The visit of Finnish, Lithuanian 
and Latvian delegations to Moscow 
led the Soviets to believe. that the 
united enemy front had really 
changed and economic considera- 
tions were drawing the lost pro- 
vinees beck into friendship with 
Russia. 

But the Soviets, seeing a men- 
ace to future co-operation in the 
coming conference, did not hesitate 


to make their threat of an econo- 
mic boycott. This attitude is best 
expressed in an official statement 
which ran as follows: “If, after all

NEAR TO PEACE 
WITH QUIRINAL 


(By Universal Service) 

ROME, Arril 9.—Vatican and 
Quirinal are closer today than at 
any time since Victor Emmanuel | 
of Sardinia seized the Eternal City | 
deposed the Pope as a_ temporal | 
soverign and became King of 
United Italy. 

There is quite a way st.ll to go, 
as the Osservatore Romano, semi- | 
official organ of the Vaticam, ob- 
served in an inspired article a 
few weeks ago, before compiete 
rapprochment can be effeeted, but!

Of course, the Italian govern-

this as an insult. Indeed, a very 
high prelate, denouncing — this 
blunder, recailed the fact that 
Pius IX sent his own confessor 
with absolution to the first Victor 
Emmanuel, adding: 

“Surely the present gentle Pope, 
would not deny to a great, char- 
itable—lady (a good Catholic) in 
her last hour the blessing that he 
sends in the name of God to the 
poorest in the land. 

When this offense was follow- 
ed, during the days of national 
mourning, by articles in the Osser- 
vatore intimating that until the | 
Italian government guaranteed | 
temporal sovereignty to the Pope 
and restored all that had been 
seized during the 70’s there would 
be no peace, teh Fascisti Press 
and orators opened fire. 


Gasparri is Target 

Cardinal Gasparri, Papal secre- 
tary of state, who is looked upon 
(apparently without justfication) 
as the Godfather of the Pololare, 
became the principal target. He 
was attacked by Farinacci, the 
official leader and silver tongued 
orator of Fascism as a “demagague 
who in 1926 is still thinking ca 
terms of 1870.” 

This arraignment of the ven- 
erable cardinal was indonsed by 
the Fascisti press, a section of 
which went so far as to intimate 
that, hrough he creaion of his 
nephew as a cardinal, the Papal 
prime. minister, was reintroducing 
nepotism into the church. 

Just as things were coming to 
a cricis, the Pope threw a _ wet 
blanket on the -Osservatore, which 
was forced to publish a long ar- 
ticle on its first page to the ef- 
fect that the. first duty of a 
Catholic newspaper is to keep 
out of national politics. . 

Mussolini on the other hand,
